William Harper Walker And Mary Elizabeth Walker 

William's parents were John Walker and Margaret Richardson Walker. They 
were both born in England and emigrated to America after their first child, 
George, was born in 1823. The next child, William, was born in Perry 
Center, Genesee (Wyoming) County, NY 13 July 1825. Perry Center is a 
hamlet within Perry, NY. In 1841, Wyoming County was created from the 
southern half of Genesee County and William's family address changed to 
Wyoming County. America was still at the point of changing county and 
state boundaries so even thought the people didn't move, the boundaries 
did. 


There were 5 children in the family and a 
child, possibly Margaret's niece, living with 
them. George was born in England, William, 
James, John, Thomas, and Mary Elizabeth 
were born in New York. Pay attention to the 
name Mary Elizabeth. George's sister and 
daughter both named Mary Elizabeth. It's the 
l* most popular family name and if you 
don't keep score you'll loose 
your place! The diagram is on pages 35 & 36. 

William lived and farmed with his parents and siblings in Perry Center, NY. 
William's brother, George, was already married to Elizabeth Nelson by 
1860 when William was shown on the census living with them in Delavan, 
WI.

Wyoming County, New York 
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William married Mary Elizabeth Walker, daughter of his brother, George, 
Sometime after June 9, 1860 in Richmond, Walworth County. 

Mary Elizabeth Walker was born Dec. 9, 1842 in Perry Center, Wyoming 
County, NY. Her father, George Walker, had come to America from 
Yorkshire, England with his parents, John and Margaret Richardson 
Walker, about 1823 or 24. He was their first born. 

Mary's mother, Elizabeth Nelson Walker, was born in Maine Nov. 27, 1823. 
She was the third of six children. Elizabeth and George married in 1840 or 
42; Mary Elizabeth was their first child born in December 1842 in NY. 

The family had moved from Perry Center, Wyoming County, NY to Darien, 
Walworth County, Wisconsin by 1848 when Elbridge was born, 1850 
census listed Mary's family: the household consisted of Joseph Nelson M 
29 Maine, Beppa Nelson F 19 New York, George Walker M 28 England, 
Elizabeth Walker F 24 Maine, Mary Walker F 7 New York, Eldridge Walker 
M 2 Wisconsin. Lyman Grovner M 24 New York farmer. George Walker was 
a harness maker. Mary's little sister, Frances, didn't come along until 
1855. 

9 March 1858 Wm H. Walker & Elizabeth Walker (his sister in law) bought 
80 acres from Henry M. Ray interest 12% Due 1 Dec. 1864 $134.10 The 
South 1/2 is the homestead. 80 Acres E 1/2 of the SE 1/4 Sec. 25 Except 
1/4 A. for school house. Mary later sold the north 40 acres to Peter 
McNulty but she kept the 40 acre homestead. 

June 9, 1860 Mary's family was living in the town of Richmond, Wisconsin. 
Mary's family was her father, mother, brother, sister and Uncle William. 
Mary's age was given as 16 but if she was born in 1842 she would have 
been 18. William was 35. Her family was farming. 

Sometime after the June 9th 1860 census, Mary Elizabeth Walker married 
William Harper Walker. 

Cora Etta Walker was born 14 Nov 1863. 

Nov. 27, 1865 William, with the help of his sister in law/mother in law, 
Elizabeth Nelson Walker, bought 40 acres in Richmond Twp. Section 36 for 
$550 and interest at 7%; the 40 that Mary later sold to Christopher 
Wrigglesworth. "Elizabeth Walker paid Isaac Benson what has been paid 
Wm H Walker not paying anything". William owned 120 acres total. 

Byron Harper Walker was born 17 Dec 1865 
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William, his mother, Margaret, and 
brother, Thomas, are all inscribed on 
the same monument in Spring Grove 
Cemetery in Delavan, Wisconsin. 
William was inscribed Wm Harper 
Walker and it was transcribed in the 
cemetery book as Harper Walker. 

Mary E. Walker handled the probate for 
William, eventually selling two parcels 
of 40 acres each to pay debts. She was 
able to keep the homestead 40 acres. 

Reading the personal property list, they 
must have been very poor. Everything 
they had was old and/or second hand. 
Maybe their money was tied up in land. 



William died at home in Richmond, Walworth, WI 27 March 1866 when 
Byron was 3 months old and Cora was 2 V 2 possibly in a logging accident 
being drug by horses. He was buried in Spring Grove Cemetery, Delavan, 
Wisconsin. Since they married, had two children and William died between 
the 1860 and 1870 census I don't 
expect to find them anywhere as a 
family. Most of the 1865 Wisconsin 
State census has been destroyed.

NOTE: An indenture is a legal contract between two parties, particularly for indentured labour 
or a term of apprenticeship but also for certain land transactions. The term comes from the 
medieval English "indenture of retainer"[l] — a legal contract written in duplicate on the 
same sheet, with the copies separated by cutting along a jagged (toothed, hence the term 
"indenture") line so that the teeth of the two parts could later be refitted to confirm authenticity 
(Chirograph). [2] Each party to the deed would then retain a part. When the agreement was 
made before a court of law a tripartite indenture was made, with the third piece kept at the 
court. 

The term is used for any kind of deed executed by more than one party, in contrast to a 
deed poll which is made by one individual. In the case of bonds, the indenture shows the 
pledge, promises, representations and covenants of the issuing party.

William's total land holding was 120 acres. Watch the 80 acres valued at

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The 1870 Census showed Byron Chappell and his sister, Cora Chappell, 
living with their mother, Mary Elizabeth Walker who married Martin 
Chappel March 17, 1869. Notice the farm is valued at $1600, the same 
amount it's valued at in the assessment of William's estate. 
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This map is 1873. Mrs. Chappell on the SE corner. Mary Elizabeth Walker 
sold the south 40 acres to Christopher Wrigglesworth 8 Dec. 1866. In 
1868 she sold the north 40 acres to Peter McNulty. There was land owned 
by J. Nelson a bit north, and a bit farther north, land owned by G. Nelson. 
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It could very well be Elizabeth Nelson Walker's family. Elizabeth and 
George lived with her family in Wisconsin in 1850. 



William's farm was in the 
SE corner of Richmond 
Township. George and 
Elizabeth lived in 
Delavan where George 
was a harness maker. It 
was about 4 miles 
between the two places. 
George and William's 
brother, John, lived in 
section 10 of Delavan 
Twp. Elkhorn is where 
the newspaper was 
published. 


Over the next few years Mary sold 2 forty acre plots to pay debts and to 
support the children. She was able to keep the homestead 40 acres in 
Section 25 of Richmond Twp., Delavan County, Wisconsin. 

March 17, 1869 Mary E. Walker, daughter of George and Elizabeth, 
married Martin Chappell. They lived in Richmond Township, Section 25 on 
the farmstead Elizabeth bought for William. In the 1870 census were Cora 
Chappell, 6, and Byron Chappell, 4, and Jackson Chappell, 1. Mary's first 
child, Frederic Porter Chappell was born Feb. 14, 1869 in Delavan but 
more likely Richmond Twp. Their post office address was Delavan. I think 
the name Jackson is wrong. * 

Martin and Mary had 5 more children after Frederic; John M. Chappell born 
6 Feb. 1871, Flora May 21 Nov. 1872, and Pearl in 1874 in Richmond Twp. 
(Delavan P.O.). 

Feb 11, 1874, " I Mary E. Chappell Guardian of Cora E. Walker & Byron H Walker minor 
children of William H. Walker and his mother hereby — my resignation as such guardian and 
pray that my brother Elbridge J. Walker of Delavan be appointed my successor and I further 
represent that all of the estate of said minor consist of 40 acres of land( gives description of 
land). 
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Addeline Chappell was born 8 Feb. 1875 
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On the first day of June, 1875 Martin was enumerated an inhabitant of 
Richmond. There were 3 males and 3 females in the house hold. They 
must not have counted baby Addeline. Their last child, a son, Franklin 
Hayes Chappell was born 21 April 1877 in Delavan. The post office address 
was Delavan but the children probably were born on the farm in Richmond 
Twp. 

Mary E. Chappell quit claimed the homestead to Patrick McNulty 23 
November 1878. Patrick McNulty is listed as owner of the whole 80 acres 
in 1891. Why did she quit claim? Is he related to her? But here is Mary E. 
Walker Chappell. Hannah Walker, John M. Walker's wife, was a witness.

Byron and Cora were living with Mary's mother, Elizabeth, in Hampton, 
Iowa. Elbridge was Elizabeth's son, John was her brother in law. Elizabeth 
Nelson Walker's brother, Joseph, had lost his wife, Beppa, and was living 
with his daughter's family (Harvey and Sarah Smith) in Hampton. 
Elizabeth's sister, Lydia Maria Nelson Beilby and her husband Charles were 
in Hampton, too. That might be why Elizabeth and the children moved 
there. M.H. Chappell was Martin Henry Chappell, Mary's 2 nd husband. 

Mary and Martin's post office address was Darien, Wisconsin June 11, 

1880. Martin was farming. The census said their 12 year old son, Fred, 
was born in Indiana* which means they would have had to have been 
there in 1868. It also says Mary's father was born in NY*. Certainly she 
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knew he was born in England? Even if Martin answered the questions he 
would have known that. The list of children wasn't quite right either. Fred, 
12, John, 10, May, 7, Adda, 5, and Hayes, 3. Where was Pearl? She would 
have been 6 years old. Why was there a blank line under their family 
before the next family? Did the neighbors answer the questions? Or one of 
the kids? Mary was 36 years old and had 6 kids with Martin. Her two 
children with William, Cora and Byron, were living with her mother in 
Hampton, Iowa. I wonder why. They moved to S.D. about 1882. 




The South Dakota Territorial Census District 93, Sanborn, Dakota Territory 
of 1885 lists Martin, Mary, Fred, John, Addie, Flora May, Hays, and Pearl. 

There is no census for 1890. Martin bought 39.28 Acres on Jan. 23, 1890 
in Sanborn Co., SD, Elliott Twp. Sec. 27 the SE V4. See map below. 

It took the census taker three days, 2-4 of June 1900 to take the census 
of Elliot Twp. in Sanborn Co., SD. Mary, 58, and Martin, 64, were living 
there with their son, John, his wife, Emma, and John's brother, Hayes, 23 
and two sisters, Addie, 25 and Pearl, 19. John's farm was mortgaged. 
Martin and Mary had been married 31 years. (1869) This census says 
Mary's mother and father were both born in England*. 

They moved to Woonsocket, SD and were living on 5th Ave April 21, 1910. 
A Canadian, Peter McLean, was boarding with them. Mary and Martin had 
been married 42 years. Mary had born 8 children, 5 still living. Martin was 
74; Mary was 68. Byron had died, what little I can find about Cora, she 
died in S.D. in 1888. Addeline has no information after 1900 so she might 
be the third child to have died. 

In 1915 they were living in Woonsocket, SD. Mary was a housewife; 
married. She was a Seventh Day Adventist. Martin died 26 May 1915 Age: 
78 in Woonsocket, Sanborn Co., S. Dakota

7?' Mary Elizabeth Chappel was born 
at Palmyra, Wisconsin, on the 9th day 
of December, 1842, and departed this 
life 7 'at the home of her daughter at 
Kintyre, N. D., on the 15th day of 
June, 1922, making her age at the 
time of her death 79 years, 6 month* 
and 6 days* Her maiden namevwas 
Mary Elizabeth Walker. At the age 
of 20 years she was united In marriage 
to Harper Walker, and about three 
years after this marriage her hus¬ 
band was called.to the Great Beyond. 
She was married to Martin Henry 
Chappel on the 17th day of March, 
1869, and to this marriage was bom 
six children, of whom four survive 
her—John Chappel of Spok'ane, Wash¬ 
ington; May West of Kintyre, North 
Dakota; Addie Fisher of Woonsocket, 
South Dakota, and Pearl Griggs of 
Grand Forks, North Dakota. 

Mr. and Mrs. Chappel came to Da¬ 
kota Territory in the year of 1882, 
and settled in Elliott township, Miner 
county, now Sanborn county. They 
hied on a homestead in this county 
and engaged in farming. This worthy 
couple endured all the hardship* of 
pioneering in a new country whit* 
trying to make themselves and family 
a home in surroundings so unlike the 
old home in Wisconsin.

Elizabeth died in Gilman, Iowa 7 June 1901. Joseph died there 18 July

and George are 
buried in Prairie 
View Cemetery, 

Gilman, Marshall

Chappell; Cora's half brother. 

Ramona Jones Walker left the name Getley G. Nelson when she was doing 
genealogy back in the 1970's.

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Putting All The Clues Together 


After my ancestry subscription lapsed I was forced to use other sources- always a good thing 
and I often neglect to do it. SO I hired the same researcher in Wl who had followed up on the 
findagrave monument. We made significant progress in the last couple of months and she 
found probate records, too. Now it's spring and the snow has melted in Wisconsin so she 
went to the cemetery to see if Mary's name is on the monument with William. It's not. One 
side is his mother, another side his brother and the 4th side is blank, as in "smooth as a 
baby's butt". Probably Mary didn't die before 1870 and she probably remarried since she isn't 
buried with William. Or so I think. 

The researcher got plenty of probate records and land records/deeds/mortgages etc. One is 
the homestead for William Harper Walker and Mary E. Walker, his wife. That loan was co¬ 
signed in 1858 by Elizabeth Walker (George's wife) and William Walker. Ok. Got it? William 
Harper Walker and his wife Mary E. Walker. Homestead. Their first child, Cora Etta Walker b. 
1863 in Richmond, Wl. Second child, Byron Harper Walker b. 1865 in Richmond. William died 
in 1866 and buried in Delavan. Mary is administrator of the estate. Anyway, by 1873 Mary E. 
Chappell owns the homestead. That Mary is William's niece. Where is our Mary, mother of 
Cora and Byron? Stay with me. It gets worse. Get out the diagram. 

In the 1860 census, Mary Elizabeth Walker, daughter of George and Elizabeth is 16. She 
lives with her parents, brother Elbridge, sister Francis, and Uncle William, 35 years old. 

William must have married after 1860 because there is no family in the census with him and a 
wife. Since he died in 1866 he didn't make it into the 1870 census either. Married, fathered 
two children, died between 1860 and 1870. Bad luck for me! Skimpy birth record for the kids 
say their mother's name was Mary E. Walker. Fat lot of help that is! (Remember how nuts I 
got keeping track of the Elizabeths and Williams from earlier generations?) 

I found 26 year old Mary Walker, daughter of George, married to Martin Chappell. In the 1870 
census Mary Chappell and Martin Chappell have three children. Cora 6, Byron 4, and 
Jackson 1. Hmmm. Cora Chappell? Byron Chappell? 6 and 4? Exactly the names and ages 
of her uncle's kids. What a good person she must be to have taken the orphan children of her 
uncle. She married Martin in 1869 and more or less had a ready made family. Where was the 
kids' mother? Was Martin farming the homestead? Census location said they were very near 
the homestead. What if they were farming it? and had the children? Why, why, why? Where 
was our Mary! Not buried with William. Remarried and moved away? And then I found an 
1873 plat map for Richmond Twp., Walworth County, Wisconsin. Owner of the 

homestead.Mrs. Chappell. Not Mary Chappell. Mrs. Chappell. Remember, I had the land 

descriptions from the estate papers. Did our Mary sell Mary Chappell the farmstead, remarry 
and move away? And left her two kids with Mary Chappell? Possibly. Cora and Byron also 
spent some years with Mary Chappell's mother in Iowa. Mary Chappell's brother, Elbridge 
signed Byron's permission to marry Mattie Bailey when Byron was only 20. Mary's family sure 
seem to be very involved in Byron and Cora's life. Maybe because William lived with them so 
much? Maybe the two brothers were close. They were only 2 years apart in age. 
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I had written to Richmond, Wl clerk for addresses of the land William and Mary had owned so 
I could write to those people; hoping they would check their abstract to see when Mary 
Chappell got the land from Mary Walker. As I was writing the letter, including a time line so 
they could follow this soap opera, it came to me that the two Marys could be the same 
person. And the more I thought about it, the more sure I became. I think William married his 
niece! 

Remember, in the 1870 census, Cora and Byron are living with Mary and Martin Chappell 
going by Chappell. Then today as I was checking something else I found lots of Chappell 
trees and I found a couple of trees that say Mary Elizabeth Walker married to Harper Walker 
and Martin Chappell. In the census that asks how many children have you had/how many 
living, Mary Chappell always says two more children than I know she had with Martin. Ergo, 
the two she had with William. In the 1880 census both kids are living with Elizabeth Nelson 
Walker, wife of William's brother, George, and mother of Mary Chappell. The census says 
they are grandchildren. I knew it said that but I thought, census being no more accurate than 
they sometimes were, Elizabeth said grandchildren just to explain them. But what if they 
WERE grandchildren and what if Mary Chappell WAS their mother! And one other little detail: 
When Elizabeth died in Hampton, Cora went to South Dakota. Why? Certainly she knew 
someone there. As tight as the family was, it had to be a relative. Sometime between the 
1880 census and the 1900 census Mary and Martin Chappell moved from Walworth, 
Wisconsin to Sanborn County, South Dakota. Since there isn't an 1890 census I can't check 
that one. 

Maybe I finally have this figured out. But Ick! Why would she marry her uncle? And he was 
twice her age! And her uncle! Do you suppose there was some hanky panky between William 
and his niece and she got pregnant? It happened more often than a person thinks. I wonder if 
it was legal for them to marry. The current web site says no closer than second cousins 
unless the bride is over 55. But in 1862 would that have applied? Not likely if they didn't even 
keep records of marriages and births. Did they even marry or did they just live together? The 
probate records call her his wife. 

Have I broken another brick wall?? I have to sit here and wait patiently for someone who now 
owns Mary's land to check their abstract and tell me if there is both a Mary Walker and a 
Mary Chappell with a land transaction or if Mary Walker transforms into Mary Chappell. 
Wisconsin didn't require marriage or birth records until 1907 so there is no hope I will find 
anything. I tried through church records before to find anything at all for any of them but none 
of the churches found anything. 

All of the documentation I used to come to this conclusion is on the individual person page at 
ancestry.com in my tree. If anyone would consider taking the time to read it and think it 
through disregarding what I've come up with, would be a good thing. It is so easy to overlook 
the most obvious or read something that isn't there. I had that grandmother census for a 
couple of years and blew it off. Then when I saw the land transactions, the 1870 census, and 
the 1873 map something clicked. The 1880 census in Hampton when Elizabeth lists them as 
grandchildren made a lot more sense. A blank cemetery monument was icing on the cake.

William is living in Richmond, WI with his brother, George, and sister in law 
Elizabeth Nelson Walker and their children Mary, Elbridge, and Francis. 

2 March 1868 Mary Mortgaged this parcel for $375 to J.B. Hemmingway to pay 
debts of $60 still outstanding. More dates for that same transaction 16 May 1868 
and 30 April 1868 and 16 April 1868. Paid by Mary E. Walker 25 th day of Sept, yr 
1873. This debt was Recorded as settled at 3PM, Sep 26, 1873 by Mary E. Walker. 

Patrick McNulty bought North half of the East half of the South East quarter of 
Section number twenty five in town of Richmond, ninth day of November A.D. 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty eight. 

And in consideration of the sum of three hundred & fifty dollars & the further sum 
of $650.?? to be paid by the said Patrick McNulty according to the written 
agreement of this day

27 Nov. 1865 note and mortgage Wm H Walker to Isaac Benson for $550 and 
interest at 7% (Elizabeth Walker paid Isaac Busson what has been paid Wm H 
Walker not paying anything) Total due $700. 

9 Oct. 1866 Mary asked to sell this parcel to settle debt of $600. 


8 Dec. 1866 Christopher Wrigglesworth bid $195.73 for this parcel. Circumstantial 
evidence leads me to believe that the Wrigglesworths and Harpers and Walkers 
knew each other in Yorkshire.
